It will be observed from the statement of expenditure in Appendix 
I, page 21, that there has been a large increase in the cost of adminis- 
tration which includes the salaries and travelling expenses of the 
official staff, upkeep of offices, stationery, postage, telegrams &c 
in this connection it should be explained that although we paid 
war bonus to our Staff under the several Government awards, and 
had to meet other additional expenditure in consequence of the 
depreciation m the value of money, we failed to induce the Treasury 
tomcrease our statutory income, the amount of which was fixed in 

Appendix II., pages 24 and 25, gives in summary form the 
recmpts and payments under all the Funds in the year ended 31st 
March last and the totals in the ten years ended 3 1st March 1920 
respectively. ’

ESTATES. 

During the Year ending 31st March, 1920, the suspension by 
the Treasury of the purchase of Estates through the Board under 
the Land Purchase Acts remained in force, and the other conditions 
referred to in the previous Annual Report retarding progress in 
the treatment of estates continue to apply. 

The progress actually made in the various branches of the estates 
work is recorded in the Tabular Returns in this Report, which 
are brought up to date in the same form as previously published. 

In the last paragraph of Page 30 of the Board’s Report for the 
Year ending 31st March, 1919, it is stated that : — 

“ The delay was chiefly caused by the impossibility of securing 
as much labour as was required to get the necessary work com- 
pleted without interfering with the available labour for the cul- 
tivation of land devoted to food production.” 

Since the termination of the war the Board have been doing their 
best to secure larger gangs of men to carry out work necessary in 
the preparation of estates for re-sale, but even with increased rates 
of wages they find they cannot get anything approaching a sufficient 
number of workmen, and that those who are employed work very 
irregularly, and, on an average, not more than four days a week. As 
a matter of fact, during the past three years the entire number of 
men working on Estates Improvement Works of the Board has not 
reached the equivalent of an average of 1,000 men working full time. 
If the number of workmen required cannot be increased far beyond 
this number, it will not be possible to make anything but very slow 
progress with the preparation of estates for re-sale. Before the 
War the average number of workmen employed was about 3,500. 
The wages of the labourers are far higher at present ; the cost of 
material a great deal more ; and the amount of work done by the 
labourers much less than previous to the War. It is estimated that 
the actual amount of work done now on Estatelmprovement Works 
for a given sum of money is not more than two-fifths of what it was 
before the War. 
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The following table gives a summary of the transactions relating 
to the purchase of estates by the Board from its formation in 1891 
to the 31st March, 1920.

Untenanted Land. 

The following Table gives particulars of the untenanted lands 
purchased and disposed of by us up to the 31st March, 1920, in- 
cluding holdings on our estates of which the tenant-right interest 
was acquired : — 
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t The total area of untenanted land on estates purchased prior to the Act of 1909 was 100,003 acres. This area cannot he classified as above, as records 
were not kept formerly to enable this to be done. 

I The total area of Tenants' interests and Migrant Tenant purchasers' holdings acquired by the Board from 1891 to 31st March, 1910. was 29.503 acres, 
and from 1st April. 1910, to 31st March, 1920, 93,573 acres, total 123,220 acres. This area cannot be classified as above, as records wore not kept 
formerly to enable this to be done. 
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Tillage and Food Supply. 

No further grass land was let for con-acre tillage this year, and 
1,134 acres were laid down with permanent grass seeds. Altogether 
there were about 2,380 acres in cultivation in various stages during 
the year. 

The con-acre tillage schemes have involved the Board in con- 
siderable loss owing to the low prices charged for the use of the land 
and the cost of grass seeds in laying it down. The temporary 
tillage of the land, without adequate manuring, is a practice which 
the Board would not, under ordinary circumstances, have permitted 
but in view of the necessity to stimulate food production they let 
the use of the land in their hands at very low prices to anyone who 
was prepared to till it, knowing that it would involve a considerable 
loss which they understood at first the State would repay, but they 
have since been informed that the Board will not receive any con- 
tribution to recoup this loss. 

During the year ended 31st March, 1920, the Board disposed of 
33,746 acres of land, of which 8,427 acres were arable ; and durin» 
the same year the Board got possession of 7,283 acres, of which 3,558 
acres were arable. On the 31st March, 1918, the Board had on hands, 
54,167 acres of arable land ; on the 31st March, 1919, 48,261 acres ; 
and on the 31st March, 1920, 43,707 acres remained in their hands.. 


Estate Improvement Works. 

The expenditure on land improvement works in preparation 
of estates for re-sale from the commencement of the Board’s opera- 
tions up to the 31st March, 1920, will be found in Appendix XII., 
page 34 ; and page 35, Appendix XIII. gives the expenditure on 
Estates improvements during the Year ended 31st March, 1920. 

From the commencement of our operations to the 31st 
March, 1910, there was expended on estates improvements the sum 
of £564,066 : —

Although the outlay this year on improvements works is greater 
than it has been since the year ending 31st March, 1915, the amount 
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of actual work done compares very badly with the amount done in 
1915, and is estimated to be about one-half.

Erection and Improvement of Dwelling-Houses and Erection 
of Out-Offices. 

During the year ending 31st March, 1920, 111 dwelling-houses 
and 110 out-offices were erected by us on new or re-arranged hold- 
ings on our estates at a total cost of £35,306, and 85 dwelling- 
houses and 55 out-offices were erected or substantially improved 
by tenants themselves at a total cost to the Board of £6,93 1 . 

As we are so convinced that one of the greatest improvements 
that can be effected in many of the poorer districts is to assist the 
landholders to provide suitable dwelling-house accommodation, 
we felt justified in offering substantial assistance to tenants who 
would improve their houses under Schemes notified by “ Posters ” 
exhibited in the congested districts. 

The special Scheme for Connemara district where the housing 
accommodation is poor has been actively taken up by the people, 
and during the year under review 2 ,590 windows free of charge were 
distributed and nearly all placed in position under the Scheme. 
In districts outside Connemara, however, the special Scheme has 
not been taken advantage of to the extent anticipated. 
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Further particulars ot the House Improvement Scheme are 
given in Appendix XVI, page 39. 

House Improvement Loans to Tenant-Purchasers. 

As stated in our previous Reports, the Board have, for financial 
reasons, lately suspended the making of loans to tenant -purchasers 
for house improvements. 

Appendix XVII., page 40, gives particulars of the few loans to 
tenant- purchasers made during the year ; and Appendix XVIII., 
page 41 , shows the total number and amount of loans made during 
the 10 years ended 31st March, 1920. 

Loans to Tenants for the Purchase of Live Stock. 

Loans amounting to £1,204 15s. Od. were made during the year 
to migrants and to tenants who got substantial increases in their 
holdings, as set out in Appendix XIX., page 41 . 


SEA FISHERIES. 

Owing to the increase of about 120 per cent, in the freight on 
fish since 1914, and to transport difficulties which adversely affected 
market arrangements the prices realised for fish have dropped very 
considerably — the amount realised for fish caught off the congested 
districts being only about half what was earned during the pre- 
vious year. In addition to these matters which have been within the 
control of the Ministry of Transport, prices for fish have fallen in 
the English Wholesale markets, owing to the plentiful supplies of 
fish brought to market by steam drifters, trawlers, and liners. 
Further reference to this great loss to the fishing of the Congested 
Districts Maritime Counties will be made in our next Report. 

Mackerel Fishing. 

During the year 191 9 a sum of £258,052 was paid to fishermen 
cn the landing ot the fish at the various ports in the Congested 
Districts on the North-West, West, and South-West of Ireland. 
The total amount paid during the prevous twelve months was 
£517,408, or more than twice the earnings of the year now under 
review.

Miscellaneous Fishings. 

The statistics as to drift-net and seine-net fishing for mackerel 
and herrings, being collected by the Board’s officials at large fishing 
centres are accurate ; but the statistics as to miscellaneous fishing 
cannot be vouched for, though it is likely that the quantity and 
value of the fish is very greatly under-estimated. A sum of £50,074 
is recorded as having been paid to fishermen for fish (including 
shell-fish) caught by trawling, long-lines, hand-lines, trammel- 
nets and dredges, &c. 

Loans to Fishermen. 

During the year loans were advanced to fishermen to the amount 
°f £30,625 for the purchase of steam-drifters, motor-boats, sailing 
boats with equipment of fishing gear. The Board’s funds available 
for this purpose were inadequate, and the Development Commis- 
sioners agreed to an arrangement under which the amount of the 
funds at our disposal for fishery loans has been considerably aug- 
mented. 

Statistical returns as to Fisheries and Fishery-loan transactions 
are given in the Appendices XX. to XXII. , pages 42 to 44 . 
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Boat-Building. 

The Boat-building yard at Meevagh, Carrigart, County Donegal, 
is maintained to give instruction to local boys in building and re- 
pairing boats. In addition, the Board subsidise other boat building 
yards in Congested Districts where local youths receive instruction 
in boat-building. 

During the year a boat- yard has been started at Galway to meet 
the needs of the West Coast. With generous aid from the Develop- 
ment Fund, a sea-plane hangar was purchased at the United States 
Government dispersal sale at Aghada, County Cork, and is now 
being re-erected near Galway Docks. 

Instruction in Driving Motor Boats. 

Sons of fishermen anxious to become motor-boat drivers are sent 
to the Pembroke Technical School, Ringsend, Dublin, to be taught 
the handling and care of motor-engines. 

A school for motor-driving has been opened by the Board at 
Galway where local youths will receive instruction. 


INDUSTRIES. 

The amount paid for work done at the Boaid’s Female Industrial 
Classes during the year 1919-1920 was £111,802 as compared with 
£80,359 paid in the previous year. The sum of £111,802 was earned 
at the Board’s own classes. It is believed that in the County Donegal 
payments by commercial firms and Co-operative Societies exceed 
the payments made at the Board’s classes. Similarly in the County 
Sligo the payments at Benada Abbey no doubt exceed the payments 
at the Board’s classes in that county ; but the Board do not know 
the amount of payments by commercial manufacturers in the 
Counties Donegal and Sligo. 

Particulars as to Loans issued for Industrial purposes will be 
found in Appendix XXIII., page-45. 


MISCELLANEOUS MATTERS. 

Agricultural Banks. 

Between the years 1898 and 1910 Loans for initial Capital were 
made to 80 Agricultural Co-operative Banks amounting to £7,345. 
As explained on page 25 of our Twenty-fourth Report, it was 
decided to recall these loans and the repayment account was closed 
during the year 1919-20. The whole of the sum advanced has been 
repaid to the Board, with Interest, excepting the negligible sum of 
three shillings and one penny. The Board pressed judiciously and 
without intermission for repayment, but the recovery of a consider- 
able portion of the debt is due to the help given by the Irish Agricul- 
tural Organisation Society. Owing to such valuable assistance 
it was necessary in only one case to take legal proceedings against 
the Trustees of a local Bank.

During the year a sum of only £2,007 was spent upon landing- 
places and other marine works ‘ and this expenditure was mainly 
for maintenance. 

Subsidised Services of Steamers, Mail Cars, &c. 

\\ e continue the subsidy in aid of the Steamer Service between 
Galway and the Aran Islands. The curtailment of the service has 
had to be continued owing to the difficulty as regards supplies and 
cost of coal at Galway. 

Changes in Membership of the Board. 

On the retirement from office of The Right Hon. James I. 
MacPherson, Chief Secretary, he was succeeded by The Right 
Hon. Sir Hamar Greenwood, Bart., M.P., who as such became an 
Ex-officio Member of the Board. During the period under review 
The Right Hon. Sir John Anderson, k.c.e ., was appointed Joint 
Under Secretary for Ireland, and as such became an Ex-officio 
Member of the Board.
